FOREWORD. 

u  NTIL  1914  there  existed  in  this  country  no  institution  in  which  lepers 
could  find  refuge.  It  is  roughly  estimated  that  there  are  from  50  to 
100  lepers  in  the  British  Isles  at  the  present  time.  These  have  contracted 
the  disease,  with  a  few  rare  exceptions,  in  the  Colonies  or  elsewhere 
abroad 

Leprosy  is  a  cruel  disease  associated  with  great  disfigurement  and 
helplessness,  and  its  very  name  is  liable  to  excite  horror  and  repulsion. 
H  ence  the  victims  of  it  are  apt  to  be  shunned  and  neglected.  They  are 
not  readily  received  in  hospitals,  and  it  is  with  the  utmost  difficulty  that 
they  can  find  a  lodging.  To  meet  this  great  need  -the  Homes  of  St.  Giles 
came  into  existence. 
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Though  unfortunately  at  the  present  time  no  certain  cure  for  leprosy 
is  known  to  medical  science,  much  advance  has  of  late  years  been  made 
in  the  treatment  of  the  disease,  from  which  advance  our  patients  derive 

the  fullest  benefit. 

An  estate  of  twenty-seven  acres  with  a  small  farmhouse  in  a  secluded 
part  cf  Inssex  was  bought  as  a  nucleus  for  the  Homes.  Bungalows  were 
erected  tor  the  reception  ot  the  patients.  The  old  farmhouse  was 
enlarged  to  accommodate  the  nurses,  and  the  other  buildings  were  added, 
such  as  a  small  chapel  (made  out  of  an  old  barn)  a  Chaplain  s  house, 
gardener  s  cottage,  guest  house,  laundry,  and  a  medical  block  containing 
a  small  operating  room. 

There  the  patients  are  tended  by  the  Sisters  of  a  Community’  who 
devcte  their  lives  to  this  work.  The>*  receive  regular  medical  treatment, 
and  their  spiritual  needs  are  served  by  a  resident  chaplain. 

The  Homes  are  entirely  unsectarian,  and  the  only  condition  for 
admission  is  that  the  sufferer  be  a  British  subject  and  resident  within  the 
British  Isles.  There  is  accommodation  in  the  Homes  for  about  twelve 
male  and  two  female  patients.  Patients  with  means  are  expected  to 
contribute  what  they  can  afford,  but  those  without  means  are  equally 
welcome. 

All  this  work  has  been  done  by  voluntary  subscription  without 
Government  help,  and  we  earnestly  appeal  to  you  to  enable  it  to  be 
carried  on.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


HE  Executive  Committee  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  1936  has 

seen  a  continuance  of  the  work  at  the  Homes  for  the  benefit  of 
British  subjects  suffering  from  leprosy. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Homes  in  1914  the  nursing  has  been  carried 
on  by  a  band  of  devoted  workers  who  had  formed  themselves  into  a  relig¬ 
ious  community  known  as  The  Community  of  St.  Giles.  Of  late  years  the 
Community  has  been  depleted  and  during  the  past  year,  when  the  Mother 
Superior,  Mother  Mary  Elizabeth  resigned  after  serving  the  Homes  most 
devotedly  for  about  three  years,  it  became  an  anxious  question  as  to  how 
the  nursing  was  to  be  carried  on.  The  Community  of  the  Sacred  Passion, 
a  Community  whose  Members  are  practically  all  trained  nurses,  and  exper¬ 
ienced  in  work  amongst  lepers  in  East  Africa,  however,  came  to  our 
assistance,  and  they  have  taken  over  the  nursing  arrangements  at  the 
Homes,  and  incorporated  in  their  Community  the  remaining  members  of 
the  Community  of  St.  Giles.  The  Executive  Committee  cannot  adequately 
express  their  thanks  to  the  Sisters  of  the  Sacred  Passion  for  the  admirable 
way  in  which  they  have  taken  over  this  very  difficult  work  and  for  the 
devoted  service  they,  and  the  Sisters  of  the  Community  of  St.  Giles  are 
giving  to  the  Patients  in  the  Homes,  caring  for  them  and  brightening  their 
lives. 

The  Community,  however,  is  not  as  yet  large  enough  to  take  on  the 
whole  of  the  nursing  and  domestic  work  and  lay  nurses  and  domestic 
workers  still  have  to  be  employed,  which  of  course  adds  to  the  cost  of 
maintenance. 

During  the  year  there  were  twelve  patients  and  one  was  receiving 
periodic  treatment  assistance  and  advice. 

During  the  year  one  of  our  patients  was  able  to  leave  the  Homes  as 
the  disease  in  his  case  had  been  arrested  and  was  in  a  non-infective  state. 

Two  new  patients  were  received,  both  suffering  from  the  disease  in 
an  advanced  stage,  but  one  died  only  a  week  after  admission.  The  other 
is  both  blind  and  helpless,  and  of  course  is  an  added  strain  on  the  nursing 
staff. 

The  Committee  desire  to  put  on  record  their  grateful  thanks  to  Toe  H. 
Chelmsford  Group  for  the  invaluable  assistance  they  have  given  to  the 
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Homes  during  the  year,  by  raising  funds  and  by  gifts  in  kind.  One  of  their 
number,  Mr.  Edmund  Hussey,  has  recently  joined  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  has  helped  the  Sisters  and  the  patients  as  well  as  the  Committee 
in  incalculable  ways  and  appreciably  lightened  the  burden  which  the 
Sister-in-Charge  has  had  to  bear.  The  Committee  are  most  grateful  for  his 
assistance. 


The  Rev.  W.  H.  Pitcher  succeeded  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Underwood  as 
Chaplain  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  his  services  the  Committee 
deeply  appreciate. 


In  spite  of  every  effort  to  keep  down  expenses  the  cost  of  running 
the  Homes  has  been  exceptionally  high  this  year.  A  complete  renewal  of 
the  electric  installation  at  the  Homes  accounted  for  the  sum  of  over  £100 
and  other  very  necessary  repairs  have  had  to  be  undertaken,  and  as  above 
stated  we  have  also  had  to  employ  a  good  deal  of  paid  labour  for  nursing 
and  domestic  work. 

Once  again  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the 
President,  Her  Highness  Princess  Marie  Louise,  for  her  unfailing  and 
invaluable  assistance  in  the  work  and  also  to  Her  Highness  and  the  Fellow¬ 
ship  of  St.  Giles  over  which  she  presides,  for  a  renewal  of  the  grant  of 
£600  to  the  General  Fund  in  addition  to  gifts  to  the  Patients  and  the  Sisters.

Her  visits  with  members  of  the  Vic-Wells 
Opera  and  Drama  Companies  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Patients, 
and  much  pleasure  was  afforded  by  the  visit  of  the  late  Mr.  John 
Drinkwater  and  Miss  Daisy  Kennedy.  The  Committee  also  desire  to  record 
their  thanks  to  Miss  Gordon  Holmes  and  Miss  Pott  for  placing  their  cars 
at  the  disposal  of  Miss  Baylis  on  these  occasions. 

A  Violin  Recital  given  by  Miss  May  Harrison  to  the  Patients  was  a 
source  of  pleasure  to  them,  and  to  her  the  Committee  tenders  its  thanks. 

From  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
year’s  working  resulted  in  a  deficit  of  £350  12s.  4d.  The  deposit  account 
has  in  consequence  been  depleted  and  will  gradually  be  exhausted  unless 
there  is  a  considerable  increase  in  subscriptions  and  donations  within  the 
next  few  months.  The  Homes  do  not  receive  any  state  grant,  and  apart 
from  gifts  from  one  or  two  old  Leper  foundations,  are  entirely  dependent 
on  the  charitable  public.  Subscribers  who  have  given  regularly  for  years 
have  died  and  others  have  had  to  reduce  or  discontinue  their  contributions.

THE  record  of  the  past  year’s  work  is  one  to  which  we  may  look 
with  great  thankfulness  for  the  happy  solution  of  the  difficulty 
that  arose  on  the  resignation  of  Mother  Mary  Elizabeth.  This 
necessitated  the  finding  of  Sisters  who  could  take  charge  without 
disturbing  the  small  number  still  remaining  from  the  original 
Community  of  St.  Giles.  Most  fortunately  for  all  concerned,  the 
Community  of  the  Sacred  Passion  have  come  forward  to  fill  the 
breach.  Nothing  could  have  been  happier  for  those  at  St.  Giles’.
